The Board of Appeals ordered 
the bonds seized late last year, to 
complete Shawsheen Commons. 
One-third of the developments 
roads remain rough pavement, 


without sidewalks or associated 
landscaping. 

Shawsheen Commons was left 
unfinished after a falling out 
among developers John 
Bresnehan of Framingham, 
Frank Callahan of Ayer, and Jay 
Tighe of Wilmington in 1995. 

The project encountered 
numerous snags, including when 
a moratorium was placed on all 
sewer extensions during the 
Boston Harbor clean-up project, 
and when residents of nearby 
Reed Street and Harold Avenue 
filed suit against developers and 
received a $40,000 settlement.

Wilmington attorney buys Primo’s for $1.4M * 


By PAMELA MIETH 
WOBURN — The now- 
former Primo’s restaurant on 
Montvale Avenue in East 
Woburn was sold at auction 
yesterday morning for $1.4 mil- 
lion, plus the obligation to pay 
a nearly $255,000 municipal 
lien. 

The buyer was John Phil- 
lips, a Wilmington attorney 
who declined to comment at 
this time on what the plans are 
for the site or whether it would 
remain a restaurant: 

As part of the sale, Phillips 
will be required to satisfy a 
municipal lien on the property 
totaling $254,634.91 in unpaid 
property taxes dating back to 
1995 and water and sewer 
charges for the previous. fiscal 
year. 

Phillips was one of a dozen 
or so registered bidders attend- 
ing the auction Tuesday morn- 
ing. However, some three 
dozen people, including several 
local real estate and banking 
figures, attended the proceed- 
ings which were held at the 309 
Montvale Ave. restaurant. 

Though auctioneers Jerome 
J. Manning & Co., Inc. tried to 
open bidding at $2 million for 
the restaurant’s land, building, 
and fixtures and equipment, 
the opening bid came in at 
$500,000. 

Bids went up in increments 
of $250,000 and $100,000, before 
coming to rest at $1.4 million. 
Auctioneers took a recess when 
bidding stalled, and, after vari- 
ous parties huddled in consulta- 
tion, resumed a short time 
later to pronounce the property 
going once, going twice, and 
sold.

The restaurant’s liquor li- 
cense was not part of the sale, 
though some bidders had in- 
quired about liquor license 
availability. 

The event was a sad one for 
brothers John and James 
Primo, who together owned the 
restaurant which was opened 
as a smaller pizza shop in the 
early 1970s and later expanded 
to the present two-story facil- 
ity. They watched with other 
family members as auctioneer 
Jerry Manning found out how 
much their dashed dream was 
worth. 

Although the restaurant had 
been closed for nearly a year 
and notice of the mortgage 
foreclosure was made at least 
a month ago, it was still dif- 
ficult to see, according to John 
Primo. 

“It’s kind of hard,” he said 
after the sale, “it’s a sad day.” 

Asked what went wrong with 
the business and what’s next 
for the former owners, Primo 
said, “a bunch of things” went 
wrong, and added, “I don’t 
know what happens now.” 

His brother James added 
that he wanted to thank all the 
people of Woburn and sur- 
rounding communities for their 
patronage over the years. 

Auctioneer Manning said the 
number of bidders was about 
average for-such an event that 
the $1.4 million purchase price 
was “in the range we ex- 
pected.” 

Thomas Looney, attorney 
for the mortgage holder, 
Alaska National Partners #1 
Ltd., declined to comment on 
the purchase price and whether 
it covered the outstanding 
mortgage. 

He said other lien holders, 
with the exception of the city of 
Woburn, had been eliminated 
by the foreclosure.

The restaurant’s contents 
were originally scheduled to be 
sold at an earlier auction, but 
Manning said that auction, 
which had been scheduled with 
a different firm, was stopped. 
He did not elaborate. 

Piles of glasses, cooking 
pans and take-out containers 
were sold as part of the pur- 
chase price. 

The Primos were allowed to 
take certain personal items out 
of the restaurant and, with the 
new owner’s permission, plan 
to remove the wooden sign out- 


side the restaurant inviting, 
diners to “Primo’s Italian, sr 
Restaurant,” as well as two 
stained glass windows inside 
the restaurant which bear the 
family name. 

Phillips paid a $10,009“ 
deposit on the sale and will be 
required to pay the balance’ 
within 45 days to complete the’ 
sale.

Over the Garden Gate 


Ornamental grass, lawn 


by DIANA ALLARD 

Grasses are wonderful! Only 
two other plant groups, the Orchids 
and the Daisies, have more species 
than the family of grasses. Many 

that are part of this group 
economically important on a 
ld-wide basis, corn, wheat, and 
cane are all members of the 
grass family. The lawns we grow 
are our mostly widely used “orna- 
mental grasses” and are certainly 
of economic significance to garden 
centers, hardwarestores, andhome 
improvement centers. By the way, 
the lawn originated as the cleared 
area around medieval castles used 
for livestock pasturing, surveil- 
lance, and sometimes as a battle- 
ground. In a way, I suppose lawns 
are still a battleground: the battle 
of the bugs, the weeds, and the 
maintenance! 

But these turf grasses aren’t what 
gardeners usually think of when 
“ornamental grasses” are men- 
tioned. Ornamental grasses are 
used, as the words suggest, in our 
gardens, along with perennials, 
annuals, shrubs and trees, as exte- 
rior decorating. 

‘There is a tremendous variety in 
the types of ornamental grasses 
available. Different growth habits, 
sizes, shapes, foliage color and tex- 
tures, and flowers make this group 
of plants very interesting and use- 
ful. There are “cool-season” grasses 
such as the fescues which usually 
flower and set seed in the early 
summer, becoming slow growing 
or even dormant during very hot 
weather and resuming growth in 
the autumn. “Warm-season” 
grasses, such as most of the maiden 
grasses (Miscanthus) and fountain 
grasses (Pennisetum) grow their 
best when the temperatures reach 
80 degrees or higher, flower and set 


seed in the fall, and go dormant as 
the weather turns cold. Many of 
these “warm-season” grasses have 
very sturdy foliage and flowers 
which will bleach to soft tans and 
beige’s during the fall and stand in 
your garden until spring adding 
Winter interest to your garden too. 
Most grasses are “clumpers” and 
stay neatly where they are planted, 
etting larger and more beautiful 
Fora year to year; a few are “run- 
ners” and can be invasive. It’s wise, 
todoabit ofresearchbeforebuying. 
a grass that is gorgeous in the 
‘nursery pot but which can become 
an unwelcome monster once it has 
Settled into your garden. 
|, There are several different 
growth “forms”, each can lend it- 
self to a particular garden spot. 
Some grasses grow strongly up- 
Tight for a great vertical accent, 
porcupine grass (Miscanthus 
sinensis var. strictus) would be an 
example of upright form. Some 
grasses grow in neat tufts, such as 
‘the fescues, while other grasses 
evelop into lovely mounded forms, 
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’s exotic cousins 


nitely “easy-care” garden plants. 
Most like full sun and well-drained 
soil, butread the plant tag carefully 
to be sure you buy a variety that 
will thrive in the spot you’ ve chosen 
for it. While the best growth is 
shown in organically rich soil, too 
much nitrogen will often cause lax, 
floppy stems, so don’t over-fertil- 
ize. When planting a new acquisi- 
tion in your garden be sure to set 
the crown of the plant at the same 
depth as it was growing in the nurs- 
ery pot, water immediately and 
remember to water often while the 
plantis becoming established. Most 
established grasses appreciate be- 
ing cutback inthespring. Allowing 
the previously year’s growth to 
stand throughout the winter will 
the crown from the cold but 
cutting the stalks back just before, 
or just as new growth is appearing 
will allow the spring sun to reach 
the soil and help promote strong 


= new growth. 


A patch of ornamental grass 


such as the fountain grasses, and 
some grow quite tall with flaring 
tops that arch outwards, many va- 
rieties of the maiden grasses have 
this form. 

Color and texture of the foliage 
canalso vary greatly, ranging from 
solid emerald green, to blades with 
white or gold and green variega- 
tion. Some grasses have flecks or 
bands of yellow across their leaves 
such as the porcupine and zebra 
grasses (Miscanthus sinensis 
“Zebrinus” ), and other grasses have 
blue coloration, from blue-greens 
to very beautiful blue-gray, such as 
blue oat grass (Helictotrichon 
sempervirens). There are even 
some grasses with red foliage such 
as Japanese blood grass (Imperata 
cylindrica “Red Baron”), whichcan 
killed by the cold during severe 
winters or “Burgundy Giant” foun- 
tain grass (Pennisetum “Burgundy 
Giant”) which can only be grown as 
an annual in our zone. 

Foliage texture can add inter- 
est. Some grasses have blades al- 
most an inch wide, included would 


be some varieties of maiden grass, 
while other maiden grasses have 


very narrow leaves; the lovely little 
fescues also have extremely nar- 
row, dainty leaves. 


Many people don’t think of 
grasses as flowering plants, after 
all, they are certainly not as eye- 
catching as a rose or sunflower. 
However, some ornamental grasses 
have lovely flowers and seed heads 
that last far longer in our gardens 
than our other perennials and also 
are often cut and used as dried 
flowers. Some grasses, such as the 
fountain grasses have flowers that 
look like bottle-brushes; the switch 
grasses (Panicum) have flowers 
that are so airy and delicate they 
almost look like a misty cloud that 
hassettled over the plant; Northern 
sea oats (Chasmanthium latifolium) 
has flowers and seed heads that 
looks like little spangles taken from 
a party dress, and the maiden 
grasses have lovely plumes that 
are held high in the air above their 
foliage.

There are tiny grasses that are 
perfect for edging or containers, or 
the little empty space in the front of 
aborder. There are grasses which 
grow several feet tall and as wide 
and can be usedas a screen to block 
a view, as a specimen or accent 
plant, or to fill a large space at the 
back of a flower garden. If the local 
garden center doesn’t carry the 
plant you are looking for, many of 
the mail order. nurseries have a 
good selection too. Remember to 
do a little homework before you 
buy, a friend of mine was -disap- 
pointed when he fouind out the beau- 
tiful grass he purchased was not 
winter-hardy in this area. Also, 
make sure it will stay where you 
plant it, you don’t want your orna- 
mental grass to take over the whole 
garden, or creepinto the neighbor's 
yard.

gloat a little. 

“Eric’s showing us all up,” said 
White. “He certainly has one of the 
fastest cars up there.” 

Then both Morin and White im- 
mediately came back to the pits, 
working on their cars some more, 
before going back onto the race 
track about two hours later in the 
Rookie Feature Race, which is 20 
laps around the track. This time it 
was Morin who was leading most of 
the way but spun out later in the 
race. White meanwhile took a fifth. 

“I bought my car stocked and we 
built it from ground up,” said Morin. 
“It’s my third one, the other two are 


wrecked beyond repair. We're con- 
stantly working on each other’s 
cars. We all know each other, and 
we're always helping eachother. If 
this guy needs a part we give it to 
him, and we're always exchanging 
parts and ideas. We try to make it 
the best for ourselves and each 
other.” 

As for the financial part, every- 
thing comes out of a racer’s pocket, 
unless he can get some help from 
sponsors. On Morin’s white Monte 
Carlo, he has his sponsors’ names 
printed in orange, for instance, 
“Green TurfLandscaping” the busi- 
ness he and another partner Scott 
Baker started up from scratch a 
few years ago. He also has been 


supported by Michalides Tires, 
DPM Mechanical, Rogers Radia- 
tor, CJM Builders, Lou’s Custom 
Exhaust and Ready Awning. If one 
wins a race he gets $50 cash, with 
the runners up getting $35 on the 
way down to $5. 

“It’s a lot of work ... a lot, all for 
fifty bucks. But it’s not about the 
money; it’s for the love of thesport.” 

White's car is a Oldsmobile Cut- 
lass with a Chevy V-8 Engine and 
his sponsors include CJM Build- 
ings, Wilmington Exxon, Scott’s 
Auto Cleaning, as well as Green 
Turf and Michalides Tires. This is 
his third year racing and second 
car. He has moved up to the Rookie 
Level, but isn’t sure if he wants to 
move up to the Strictly Level where 
Morse is and Morin hopes to be next 
year. 

White admitted that it has taken 
him a while to get the experience, 
to know all of the ins-and-outs of 
racing on and off the track. Even 
though he hasn’t got much cash in 
return, he doesn’t care. 

“So far I’m winless,” he said 
chuckling. “I’ve taken a few thirds 
and fifths in the feature races and 


several seconds and thirds in the 
heat races, but I’ve never taken a 
first in either. But every week 
you're constantly learning new 
things, whether it’s driving situa- 
tions and areas and how to avoid 


accidents, or if it’s working on your 
car, you always are learning new 


White said that his second car he 
bought it as a street car, then he 
completely stripped it and cut it, 
then adding a cage in. 

“We all did it as a team. Dennis 
welded it and John did a lot of work 
as well. He’s the key to our team,” 
said White, 

Both White and Morin didn’t re- 
ally know how fast their cars go. 
They guessed anywhere between 60 
and 80 miles per hour that is seen 
going around a quarter of a mile 
race track. Morin says that if he 
had to guess how fast he can go in 
one lap, he would say 16.4 seconds, 
while, White’s reply was 16.8. 

But none of the times or stats 
matter to them, how fast they g 
where they finish, or how mi 
cash or how many trophies they 
bring home. What matters to them 
is they are doing something they 
enjoy, as a team. 

“People think we're crazy fot 
doing it,” said White. “But as long 
as I can do it financially, I plan on 
(racing) for a long, long time. It’s 

just a lot of fun. 

“We'd love it if we could have the 
three of us finish first, second and 
third just once. That’s something 
we look forward to (hopefully do 
ing) every Sunday. That would be 
the perfect day.” f

into the Keating computer and 
there is a back-up in California 
if the Marlboro computer goes 
down. 

New England Service Station 
and Auto Repair Association

-There will be improved 
auditing and oversight by pri- 
vate contractors; and 


Richard Sawin, of Sawin 
Motors in Wakefield, is one of 
those that has joined the pro- 
gram, but is still waiting for his 
equipment to be installed.

Food safety for hiking and camping 


Outdoor activities are popu- 
lar with Americans nationwide. 
The fresh air and exercise 
revives the spirit and the mind. 
Hiking, camping, and boating 
are good activities for active 
people and families and in some 
parts of the country you can 
enjoy the outdoors for 2 or 3 sea- 
sons. In many cases, these activ- 
ities last all day and involve 
preparing at least one meal. If 
the food is not handled correct- 
ly, foodborne illness can be an 
unwelcome souvenir. 


“Keep hot foods hot and 
cold foods cold.” 

Whether you are in your 
kitchen or enjoying the great 
outdoors, there are some food 
safety principles that remain 
constant. The first is “Keep hot 
foods hot and cold foods cold.” 
Meat and poultry products may 
contain bacteria that cause 
foodborne illness. They must be 
cooked to destroy these bacteria 
and held at temperatures that 
are either too hot or too cold for 
these bacteria to grow. 


Most bacteria do not grow 
rapidly at temperatures below 
40F or above 140F. The tempera- 
ture range in between is known 
as the “Danger Zone.” Bacteria 
multiply rapidly at these tem- 
peratures and can reach danger- 
ous levels within 2 hours. 


If you are traveling with cold 
foods, bring a cooler with a cold 
source. If you are cooking, use a 
hot campfire or portable stove. 
It is difficult to keep foods hot 
without a heat source when 
traveling, so it’s best to cook 
foods before leaving home, cool 
them, and transport them cold.

Always wash your hands 
before and after handling food, 
and don’t use the same platter 
and utensils for raw and cooked 
meat and poultry.

Even 
disposal wipes will do. 


What Foods to Bring? 

If you are backpacking for 
more than a day, the food situa- 
tion gets a little more complicat- 
ed. You can still bring cold foods 
for the first day, but you'll have 
to pack shelf-stable items for the 
next day. Canned goods are safe, 
but heavy, so plan your menu 
carefully. Advances in food tech- 
nology have produced relatively 
lightweight staples that don’t 
need refrigeration or careful 
packaging. For example: 

* peanut butter in plastic 
jars;
